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HEAD COACH Nick SABAN 


A man of vision who has a proven record of championship success, University of Alabama head 
coach Nick Saban has brought to Alabama football a commitment to building the total program. 

His uncompromising dedication to excellence in every phase of the football program is sure to 
yield long-term success for the Crimson Tide. Saban has achieved resounding success as a head 
coach and has earned a reputation as an outstanding tactician, leader, organizer and motivator. 
Those qualities have sparked impressive turnarounds at every stop of his career. His teams have 
repeatedly exhibited grit, determination and resilience, often overcoming adversity to achieve vic- 
tory. Saban’s consistent approach and disciplined leadership is a proven recipe for success. 

Named the 27th head football coach in UA history on Wednesday, Jan. 3, 2007, Saban owns 
an overall record of 125-67-1 (.650) in 14 seasons as a head coach, having also led programs at 
Louisiana State (LSU), Michigan State and Toledo, as well as in the NFL with the Miami Dolphins. 
At each of his five stops, he has improved the win-loss record in his first year when compared to 
the previous season. Prior to Saban’s arrival, those teams posted a combined average winning 
percentage of .387. In the first season with Saban at the helm, a .617 winning percentage was 
achieved. 


Saban has compiled a 110-50-1 (.686) record 
as a college head coach after completing his first 
two seasons at The University of Alabama. His 
first UA team finished 7-6 in 2007 with a win 
over Colorado in the Independence Bowl. Of the 
losses, none was by more than seven points. In 
addition to an improvement in the win-loss col- 
umn, the 2008 signing class was rated by many 
analysts as the best in the country. Off the field, 
the focus on academics by Saban and his staff 


made an immediate impact as the 2007 team put 
together one of the finest fall semesters in school 
history. The freshman class set a solid founda- 
tion for their future at UA as they led the way 
with an impressive combined GPA of 3.098 in 
the fall. 

The 2008 season saw a different Alabama 
squad take the field. Saban’s influence had 
taken hold in Tuscaloosa, and behind a small 
and united senior class along with a talented 
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group of newcomers, the Crimson Tide returned 
to national prominence. The Tide developed a 
reputation as the most physical football team 
in the country and methodically dominated the 
competition. Saban produced the largest win in- 
crease from year one to year two in school his- 
tory as the Tide went from a seven-win team in 
2007 to 12 wins in 2008. Alabama swept through 
the regular season schedule with a 12-0 record, 
moving to No. 1 in all of the polls and capturing 


the SEC Western Division Championship be- 
fore falling late to Florida in a hard-fought SEC 
Championship Game. Their efforts earned them 
a trip to the Allstate Sugar Bowl for the 13th 
time in school history. Saban was named the 
2008 Home Depot Coach of the Year at the ESPN 
Awards Show in Orlando and won several other 
national coach of the year honors including the 
FWAA/Eddie Robinson, AP, Sporting News, 
Walter Camp, and Liberty Mutual. 

Before arriving in Tuscaloosa, Saban’s most 
recent college head coaching stint was a five- 
season run at LSU which produced a record of 
48-16 (.750), one national championship (2003), 
two Southeastern Conference championships, 
three SEC West Division championships, and a 
3-2 record in bowl games including two Sugar 
Bowl victories and a Peach Bow] win. The Tigers 
constructed a 28-12 (.700) record against SEC op- 
ponents under Saban’s guidance. He was named 
the 2003 National Coach of the Year by the Asso- 
ciated Press and earned both the Paul W. “Bear” 
Bryant National Coach of the Year Award and 
the Eddie Robinson Coach of the Year Award 
by the Football Writers Association of America. 
Saban was named SEC Coach of the Year twice 
(by The Birmingham News in 2001 and by the 
Associated Press in 2003). 

Saban took over the Alabama program after 
serving two seasons at the helm of the Miami 
Dolphins. Saban’s teams showed marked im- 
provement over the unit he inherited. Taking 
over a team that finished 4-12 in 2004, Saban 


led the 2005 Dolphins to a 9-7 record, the third- 
biggest turnaround in the NFL that season and 
the second-highest victory turnaround for a 
Dolphins team in any nonstrike season. Most 
impressively, the Dolphins finished 2005 on a 
six-game winning streak, the longest streak in 
the NFL that season. 

Prior to his stint at Miami, Saban’s impact 
on the LSU program transcended the success 
on the field. His commitment to building the 
total program, placing education first, instill- 
ing discipline and responsibility on and off the 
field transformed the Tigers into a force on the 
national stage. LSU produced 84 Academic All- 
SEC honorees in Saban’s five seasons, including 
25 members of the 2003 national championship 
squad. LSU’s graduation rate for football players 
improved dramatically under his watch and two 
players, offensive tackle Rodney Reed (2002 and 
2003) and offensive lineman Rudy Niswanger 
(2004) earned first-team Academic All-America 
honors. Linebacker Bradie James earned a post- 
graduate scholarship from the National Football 
Foundation in 2003. 

Saban also spearheaded a $15 million fund- 
raising effort to fund a new academic center for 
student-athletes at LSU, and he and his players 
were active in community involvement in the 
Baton Rouge area, taking part in community 
service projects, visiting schools to mentor chil- 
dren and taking time to visit local hospitals on a 
regular basis. More than 50 of Saban’s LSU play- 
ers earned their college degrees, in addition to 
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28 who were selected in the NFL draft, including 
seven in both 2004 and 2006. 

Named head coach at LSU on November 30, 
1999, Saban led an immediate turnaround of a 
program that had suffered through seven losing 
seasons during the 1990s. His 48 victories over 
five seasons were the third-most among Division 
I-A head coaches during that time. Saban, Paul 
Dietzel and current LSU head coach Les Miles 
are the only coaches in the program’s history to 
post multiple 10-win seasons. Saban, Dietzel and 
Bernie Moore are the only head coaches in Tiger 
history to win two SEC championships. Saban’s 
2000 Tigers rebounded from two straight losing 
seasons to post an 8-4 season, capped by a 31-20 
win over 15th-ranked Georgia Tech in the Peach 
Bowl. Home victories over Tennessee, Missis- 
sippi State and Alabama highlighted the season, 
along with a key road win at Ole Miss. 

The 2001 Tigers improved to 10-3 overall and 
won the programs first outright SEC title since 
1986 with a 31-20 win over second-ranked Ten- 
nessee in the SEC Championship game. An im- 
pressive second half against the Volunteers was 
a trademark of Saban’s coaching acumen as the 
Tigers outscored UT, 21-3, in the final half to 
erase a 17-10 deficit. The Tigers won the game 
despite the absence of starting quarterback Ro- 
han Davey and running back LaBrandon Toe- 
field. 

Sparked by one of the most prolific offenses in 
the nation, a unit that averaged 451.5 yards per 
game, the Tigers capped the season with a 47-34 


defeat of Big Ten champion Illinois in the Sugar 
Bowl, LSU’s first victory in a New Year’s Day 
bowl game since 1968. 

Stifling defense was the trademark of the 2002 
Tigers. LSU posted an 8-5 record and a second 
consecutive New Year’s Day bowl appearance. 
The Tigers, who faced Texas in the Cotton Bowl, 
held opponents to less than 275 yards per game 
through the season’s first six games and scored 
a school-record 30 or more points in six straight 
games that season. The Tigers barely missed 
winning a second consecutive SEC West Divi- 
sion title as a last-minute comeback by Arkansas 
in the regular season finale prevented LSU from 
another appearance in the SEC Championship 
game. That LSU team overcame the mid-season 
loss of starting quarterback Matt Mauck, free 
safety Damien James and Toefield in successive 
weeks to make a run at an SEC Western Divi- 
sion title. 

Saban’s team philosophy of “out of your- 
self and into the team” paid huge dividends in 
2003. 

The Tigers produced a 13-1 record, won 
their second SEC championship and earned the 
school’s second national championship with a 
squad that was among the nation’s most domi- 
nant on both sides of the line of scrimmage. The 
LSU offense scored a school-record 475 points 
(33.9 points per game) while holding 13-of-14 
opponents to less than 20 points. LSU’s defense 
ranked first nationally in points allowed per 
game (11.0) and total defense (252.0 yards per 
game). After a 7-1 start, LSU ended the season

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with six dominating victories by an average 
margin of 35-10. An impressive 34-13 victory 
over Georgia in the SEC title game paved LSU’s 
way to an appearance in the Bowl Champion- 
ship Series (BCS) Championship Game against 
top-ranked Oklahoma. 

The Tigers produced a dominant defensive ef- 
fort against the Sooners in the Sugar Bow, limit- 
ing OU to 154 yards of total offense in a 21-14 
victory. 

His final LSU team in 2004 overcame the loss 
of 13 players from the 2003 team who went on 
to NFL rosters, posting a 9-3 record while pro- 
ducing the SEC’s best rushing offense (200.7 
yards per game). The Tiger defense ranked 
third nationally during the regular season in to- 
tal defense (249.9 yards per game) and passing 
defense (145.4 yards per game), allowing only 
15.9 points per contest. Over the last six games, 
the Tiger defense allowed only 12 points in the 
second half on the way to a berth in the Capital 
One Bowl in Orlando against Iowa. LSU’s fourth 
consecutive January bowl berth, a first for the 
Tiger program. 

Saban served as head coach at Michigan State 
from 1995-99, his second stint at the East Lan- 
sing school as he also spent 1983-87 as the Spar- 
tans’ defensive coordinator/secondary coach. 
After playing in just one bowl game in the previ- 
ous four years, Michigan State made four post- 
season appearances in Saban’s five years at the 
helm. Saban led MSU to a 34-24-1 (.585) record. 

In 1999, Saban led his final Spartans team to a 
No. 7 national ranking as MSU finished in a tie 


for second in the Big Ten. The Spartans defeated 
Notre Dame, Michigan, Ohio State and Penn 
State in the same year for the first time since 
1965 and recorded six wins at home for the first 
time since the 1912 season. The Spartans’ perfor- 
mance that year landed them a spot in the Citrus 
Bowl. The Spartans led the Big Ten in rushing 
defense (77.0 yards per game) and total defense 
(299.0 yards per game) while ranking fifth na- 
tionally in rushing defense and 11th in total de- 
fense. The Spartans offense averaged 31.0 points 
per game. 

Saban was the first coach in school history to 
put the Spartans in postseason bowl games in 
each of his first three seasons as he led the Spar- 
tans to the Independence Bowl in 1995, the Sun 
Bowl in 1996 and the Aloha Bowl in 1997. 

Before joining the Spartans, Saban spent four 
seasons (1991-94) as defensive coordinator with 
the Cleveland Browns under head coach Bill 
Belichick. The Browns went from allowing the 
most points (462) in the NFL prior to Saban’s 
arrival to allowing the fewest points (204) in 
the league in 1994, the sixth-fewest points sur- 
rendered in NFL history at the time. In each of 
Saban’s four years guiding the Browns’ defense, 
they never permitted an average of more than 
19.2 points per game. He built a reputation as 
one of the finest defensive coaches in the league 
and also was heavily involved in the team’s 
player personnel and scouting process. 

Saban’s first head coaching position came at 
the University of Toledo in 1990, as he guided 
the Rockets to a record of 9-2 that year, finish- 


ing as co-champions of the Mid-American Con- 
ference. The Rockets ranked among the NCAA 
leaders in both total defense (12th at 284.8 yards) 
and scoring defense (16th at 16.2 points), and 
missed posting an undefeated record by a mere 
five points. 

Saban joined Toledo after serving as second- 
ary coach with the Houston Oilers for two sea- 
sons under Jerry Glanville (1988-89), his first 
NFL coaching position. He quickly made an 
impact on the Oilers’ defense, as the team’s sec- 
ondary tied for fourth in the AFC in 1988 with 21 
interceptions and tied for second in the confer- 
ence in 1989 with 22. 

In his first stint at Michigan State, Saban 
served as secondary coach and defensive coor- 
dinator under George Perles from 1983 through 
1987. Saban played an integral part in helping 
the Spartans to three postseason bowl appear- 
ances, including a Big Ten championship in 1987 
and a 20-17 victory over Southern California in 
the 1988 Rose Bowl. Michigan State led the na- 
tion in rushing defense in 1987, allowing only 
61.2 yards per game, and ranked second in scor- 
ing defense, permitting just 12.4 points. 

A native of Fairmont, W.Va., Saban is a 1973 
graduate of Kent State University where he 
earned a bachelor’s degree in business. He 
earned a master’s degree in sports administra- 
tion from Kent State in 1975. Born October 31, 
1951, Saban and his wife, the former Terry Con- 
stable, have two children, Nicholas and Kristen. 

Saban co-authored Tiger Turnaround in 2001, 
a book documenting his first two years as head 
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coach at LSU, and co-authored How Good Do 
You Want to Be in 2005, a book that offers reallife 
principles for success at work and at home. 

In addition to work as fund-raisers for LSU’s 
Student-Athlete Academic Center, the Sabans 
supported several charitable and civic projectsin 
Louisiana. The largest of those efforts was with 
the Children’s Miracle Network, for which Terry 
and Nick raised more than $100,000 per year for 
children. 

At Michigan State, the Sabans started the 
Nick’s Kids Fund, which they have continued in 
Tuscaloosa, a vibrant example of their continu- 
ing concern for disadvantaged children. Since 
Nick and Terry arrived in Tuscaloosa, more than 
$540,000 has been distributed to more than 115 
charities through the Nick’s Kids Fund. 

In June of 2008, the Sabans announced a 
$1million gift to benefit Alabama’s first-genera- 
tion scholarship program.

BURTON BURNS 


ASSOCIATE HEAD COACH / RUNNING BACKS 


Burton Burns is in his third season with the Crimson Tide football program 
as associate head coach and running backs coach. The New Orleans native 
is regarded as one of the best in college football and was named the Foot- 
ballScoop Running Backs Coach of the Year following the 2008 season. 

Burns developed one of the nation’s strongest running games last season as 
Alabama finished 3rd in the SEC and 30th nationally with an average of 184.6 
rushing yards per game. Junior Glen Coffee, a first-team All-SEC selection, 
led the way with 1,383 yards on the ground. That single season total tied for 
second in school history and was third in the conference. In addition, Mark 
Ingram was 8th in the SEC in rushing (728 yards), captured Freshman All-SEC 
honors and set a Crimson Tide rookie record with 12 rushing touchdowns. 

In his first year at Alabama, Burns helped first-year tailback Terry Grant set 
school records for rushing yards (891) and touchdowns (8) in a season. Grant 
was a three-time SEC Freshman of the Week honoree, and was named to the 
SEC All-Freshman team as well as the Sporting News Freshman All-American 
team (honorable mention). 

An assistant coach at Clemson University for eight seasons before coming 
to Alabama, Burns was a major factor in producing six of the top 10 offenses in 
Clemson history as running backs coach for the Tigers. Burns tutored star run- 
ners such as 2005 ACC Rookie of the Year James Davis, 2006 freshman record- 
setter C.J. Spiller, Reggie Merriweather, Travis Zachery and Duane Coleman at 
Clemson and former New York Jet Jerald Sowell at Tulane. In 2006, Davis led 


the Tigers with 1,187 rushing yards on 203 carries and scored 17 touchdowns, 
while Spiller had 938 rushing yards and 10 touchdowns. The Tigers averaged 
5.7 yards per carry during the ‘06 regular season. 

Burns spent eight seasons with head coach Tommy Bowden at Clemson af- 
ter a four-year stint at Tulane that concluded with a 12-0 season in 1998. Over 
14 seasons as a college assistant coach, Burns has regularly produced versatile 
running backs that have been effective in every phase of the game. His players 
have proven to be equally effective as pass catchers, as well as in the running 
game. 

Burns, 56, spent nine seasons as assistant head coach and offensive coor- 
dinator at Saint Augustine High School in New Orleans, La., before joining 
Bowden’s staff at Tulane. Burns helped lead Saint Augustine to district titles 
in 1987, 1992 and 1993, his second stint at the school. Burns’ first experience 
as a coach also was at Saint Augustine, where he served as an assistant from 
1977-79 and helped the school win three more district championships on the 
way to consecutive state titles in 1978-79. Burns also coached at New Orleans’ 
Booker T. Washington High School in 1980 before a five-year stint as an as- 
sistant coach at Southern University in Baton Rouge from 1981-85. 

As a player, Burns played fullback (1971-75) at the University of Nebraska 
under head coach Tom Osborne. A member of three Cornhuskers teams that 
won at least nine games, Burns participated in the Orange Bowl, Cotton Bowl 
and Sugar Bowl as a player. He earned a bachelor’s degree in education from 
Nebraska in 1976. Burns is married to the former Connie Winder. The couple 
has three daughters (Amber, Christy, Erin) and a son (Damon). 
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CURT CIGNETTI 


WIDE RECEIVERS 
RECRUITING COORDINATOR 


Curt Cignetti joined the Crimson Tide football coaching staff in February 
of 2007 as receivers coach and recruiting coordinator. The recently com- 
pleted 2008 and 2009 signing classes were listed by most recruiting analysts 
among the nation’s best. 

In his second year at the Capstone, Cignetti coached wide receiver Julio 
Jones as he established school freshman records for receiving yards (924) 
and receptions (58). Jones was recognized as the AP Freshman of the Year in 
the SEC and also earned Freshman All-America honors. The true freshman 
had an outstanding performance in the SEC Championship Game against 
Florida with five catches for 124 yards. 

Cignetti coached D_J. Hall in 2007 as he established Alabama records for 
career receiving yards and receptions. Hall, who also set the school mark 
for single season receptions in ’07, was one of three SEC receivers to reach 
the 1,000-yard mark that year. 

Cignetti spent the previous seven seasons at North Carolina State. In 
2005, he was ranked among the nation’s top 25 recruiters by Rivals.com. 
Among the players Cignetti coached during his tenure with the Wolfpack 
was quarterback Philip Rivers, the ACC Player of the Year in 2003. Rivers 
set ACC records for passing yards (4,491) and touchdown passes (34) while 
leading the country in completion percentage (72.0) and passing efficiency 
(170.5). 


Prior to working with the Wolfpack, Cignetti spent seven seasons (1993- 
99) on the staff at the University of Pittsburgh, where he worked for Johnny 
Majors from 1993-98. Cignetti was quarterbacks coach at Temple from 1989- 
92, coached quarterbacks at Rice from 1986-88 and coached quarterbacks 
and receivers at Davidson in 1985. Cignetti began his coaching career as a 
graduate assistant at Pittsburgh in 1983-84. 

As a player, Cignetti played quarterback at West Virginia University from 
1979-82. During his playing career, Cignetti played on teams that made 
consecutive bowl appearances in 1981-82 (1981 Peach Bowl and 1982 Gator 
Bowl). He was honored with the Lewis D. Meisel Award for academic ex- 
cellence and the A.C. “Whitey” Gwynn Award for character while playing 
for the Mountaineers. 

Cignetti hails from a family that has deep coaching roots. His father, 
Frank, was head coach at West Virginia (1976-79) and Indiana University of 
Pennsylvania (1982-2006). Curt’s brother, Frank Jr., is also a veteran of the 
college coaching ranks and is currently the offensive coordinator at Pitts- 
burgh. 

Cignetti earned a bachelor’s degree in business administration from West 
Virginia. He is married to the former Manette Lawer and the couple has 
three children: Curtis John (17), Carly Ann (16) and Natalie (12).

BO DAVIS 


DEFENSIVE LINE 


Bo Davis is in his third season with the Crimson Tide football staff as defen- 
sive line coach. Davis joined the Alabama staff after serving the 2006 season 
as an assistant strength and conditioning coach and assistant defensive line 
coach with the Miami Dolphins under Nick Saban. 

The Alabama defensive line saw great improvement in 2008, which helped 
the Crimson Tide develop into one of the top defensive units overall nation- 
ally. Davis added Terrence Cody to the starting lineup at noseguard and the 
junior was named an All-American in his first season. Alabama ranked sec- 
ond nationally in terms of rush defense, allowing just 74.1 yards per game 
on the ground. UA also ranked among the top seven in the country in total 
defense (263.5 ypg) and scoring defense (14.3 ppg). 

Under Davis’ watch in 2007, senior defensive end Wallace Gilberry put to- 
gether one of the finest seasons in Alabama history. Gilberry earned first team 
All-SEC status, leading the league in tackles for loss (27) and finishing second 
in sacks (10). 

Davis, 38, has a deep history in Southeastern Conference football. Prior to 
his stint with the Dolphins, Davis spent four years (2002-05) as an assistant 
strength and conditioning coach at LSU under Saban and current Tigers’ head 
coach Les Miles. 

A former All-SEC defensive lineman for LSU in the early 1990's, Davis 
joined the LSU strength and conditioning staff as assistant coordinator in June 
of 2002. He joined the LSU staff after a stint at North Shore High School in 
Galena Park, Texas, where he served as an assistant football coach from 1997- 
2002. Davis played football at LSU from 1990 to 1992, earning second team 
All-SEC honors as a noseguard in 1992. He finished his LSU career with 90 
tackles, one sack and one fumble recovery. As a senior in 1992, Davis started 
all 11 games at noseguard, recording 66 tackles, including four tackles for 
loss. 


A native of Magee, Miss., Davis graduated from LSU in 1993 and he then 
served as a graduate assistant with the LSU strength and conditioning pro- 
gram from 1995-1997. Davis and his wife, Omeika, have a son (Bo) and a 
daughter (Juliana).

JIM MCELWAIN 


Offensive Coordinator /Quarterbacks 


Jim McElwain was named Alabama’s offensive coordinator and quarter- 
backs coach by head coach Nick Saban on January 30, 2008 and his balanced 
offensive attack helped the Crimson Tide to a 12-2 mark in year one. 

McElwain’s 2008 offense proved to be one of the nation’s most efficient 
and productive units. Alabama finished 5th in the SEC in scoring offense (30.1 
ppg) and 35th nationally after ranking 64th (7th in the SEC) in that category 
a year ago with an average of 27.1 ppg. In addition, quarterback John Parker 
Wilson saw his pass efficiency rating improve from 8th to 5th in the SEC and 
he was named a Johnny Unitas Award finalist under McElwain’s guidance. 

McElwain spent the 2006 season in the NFL as quarterbacks coach for the 
Oakland Raiders and served as the offensive coordinator and quarterbacks 
coach at Fresno State in 2007. He made an immediate impact in his first season 
at Fresno State as he helped lead the Bulldogs to a 9-4 record, a significant 
turnaround from the previous year in which Fresno State posted a 4-8 mark. 

The Fresno State offense under McElwain averaged 419.5 yards per game 
(38th nationally) and 32.9 points per game (32nd) last season. That was a sig- 
nificant increase from the 2006 campaign when the Bulldogs averaged 338.2 
yards per game in total offense and 23.0 points per game in terms of scoring 
offense. After Fresno State rolled up 571 yards of total offense and defeated 
Georgia Tech 40-28 in the Humanitarian Bowl, McElwain moved up to No. 18 
in the Rivals.com national power rankings (offensive coaches). His quarter- 
back, Tom Brandstater, finished 2007 with a passing efficiency rating of 140.5, 
which ranked 23rd in the country. Brandstater showed remarkable improve- 
ment under McElwain’s watch as he had posted a pass efficiency rating of 
106.7 (89th) the previous year. 

McElwain served as the assistant head coach, receivers coach and special 
teams coach at Michigan State from 2003-05. The 2003 team reached the Ala- 
mo Bow] behind a receiving corps that set school records for receptions (312) 
and yards (3,510). He coached 2004 All-America punter Brandon Fields and 


kicker Dave Rayner, who led the Big Ten Conference in scoring. In 2005, five 
Spartan receivers had at least 28 receptions and the group combined to a set 
another school record with 24 touchdown catches. 

Prior to his stint at Michigan State, McElwain spent three seasons (2000-02) 
at Louisville as the receivers coach and special teams coach as the Cardinals 
earned bowl bids in each of those three seasons. He coached four first team 
All-Conference USA selections at Louisville and also tutored three of the Car- 
dinals’ all-time leading receivers, including Deion Branch and Arnold Jack- 
son. 

From 1995-99, McElwain was the offensive coordinator, quarterbacks and 
receivers coach at Montana State. Under his direction, quarterback Rob Comp- 
son threw for nearly 7,000 career yards and a school-record 54 touchdowns. 
McElwain also coached the Bobcats’ all-time leading receiver Chip Hobbs, 
who caught 144 career passes for 2,060 yards and 18 TDs. Montana State led 
the Big Sky Conference in scoring in 1998, averaging 31.6 points per game. 

McElwain was at Eastern Washington from 1985-94 in a variety of capaci- 
ties, starting as a graduate assistant and working his way up to quarterbacks 
and receivers coach. The Eagles made two NCAA Division I-AA playoff ap- 
pearances (1992 and 1995) and earned a share of the Big Sky Championship in 
1992. McElwain coached EWU’s all-time leading receiver, Tony Brooks (2,969 
career yards), who earned third team AP All-America honors in 1993. 

Anall-state quarterback at Missoula (Montana) Sentinel High School, McEI- 
wain played quarterback at Eastern Washington from 1980-83 and earned his 
degree in Education from EWU in 1984. He and his wife, Karen, have three 
children, JoHanna, Elizabeth and Jerret.

JOE PENDRY 


ASSISTANT HEAD COACH - OFFENSE / OFFENSIVE LINE 


A veteran coach with impressive credentials from the pro and college ranks, 
Joe Pendry is in his third year at Alabama serving as assistant head coach for 
offense and offensive line coach. 

Pendry’s experience was the key in the development of what many ana- 
lysts regarded as the nation’s best offensive line in 2008. The group of Andre 
Smith, Mike Johnson, Antoine Caldwell, Marlon Davis and Drew Davis only 
missed a total of four starts between the five of them and cleared the way for 
one of the nation’s top rushing attacks. Smith won the Outland Trophy and 
was a as consensus All-American while Caldwell was also listed on several 
All-America teams. Johnson was a second-team All-SEC selection. 

In 2007, Pendry saw Smith earn first team AII-SEC honors and win the 
Jacobs Blocking Trophy as the league’s top offensive lineman. In addition, 
Caldwell was a second team All-SEC selection playing all three positions on 
the offensive line. 

With 19 years of NFL coaching experience, Pendry joined head coach Nick 
Saban’s staff in January of 2007. Pendry (pronounced “pen-dree”) has worked 
with six different NFL clubs and has been to the playoffs 11 times in his career. 
His most recent stop was with the Houston Texans, where he served as offen- 
sive line coach and offensive coordinator in 2004 and 2005. Prior to that, Pen- 
dry worked for three years under Dom Capers at the Carolina Panthers from 
1995-97. Carolina posted a 27-23 overall record with one NFC championship 
game appearance over those three seasons. He served as an offensive coordi- 
nator with four NFL teams (Houston, Carolina, Buffalo and Kansas City). 


A native of Matheny, W.Va., Pendry was a three-sport star at Oceana High 


School, excelling in football, basketball and track. He was an all-state selection 
in football and basketball and was the West Virginia High School Lineman of 
the Year in 1964. Pendry played two seasons at West Virginia University (1965- 
66) before a career-ending injury allowed him to become a student coach 
(1967-68) before becoming a graduate assistant coach in 1969. He remained 
on the WVU staff as freshman coach (1970), wide receivers coach (1971-72), 
offensive line coach (1973-74) and offensive coordinator (1976-77). 

Pendry also had collegiate coaching stints at Kansas State (1975), Pittsburgh 
(1978-79), and Michigan State (1980-81) before moving to the professional 
ranks. He was an assistant coach with the USFL’s Philadelphia Stars (1982-83) 
before becoming head coach of the Pittsburgh Maulers in 1984. In 1985, he 
began his NFL coaching career, where he spent 19 seasons. 

Pendry is a 1969 graduate of West Virginia University with a degree in 
physical education. Pendry and his wife, the former Sandi Barbera, have two 
children, Joe Jr., and Jill Koeppel, and four grandchildren. 
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KIRBY SMART 


KIRBY SMART 


DEFENSIVE COORDINATOR / SECONDARY 


Kirby Smart is in his third season with the Alabama football staff as 
secondary coach and second as defensive coordinator. A former standout 
defensive back and scholar-athlete at Georgia, Smart brings an impressive 
blend of college and pro coaching experience to the Crimson Tide. 

The Alabama defense was rated among the nation’s best in 2008. The 
Tide finished 3rd in total defense (263.5 ypg) and 7th in scoring defense 
(14.3 ppg) in the final NCAA stats. Senior captain Rashad Johnson earned 
All-America honors as well as first-team All-SEC recognition after inter- 
cepting five passes, including two for touchdowns. Alabama recorded 15 
interceptions in ‘08 and brought back four of those for scores. 

Under Smart’s guidance in 2007, Johnson led the SEC with six intercep- 
tions and earned first team All-SEC honors along with cornerback Simeon 
Castille. A third member of the Alabama secondary, Kareem Jackson, was 
honored at the end of the season as a second team Sporting News Freshman 
All-American. 

Smart joined the Tide after spending the 2006 season as safeties coach 
with head coach Nick Saban and the NFL’s Miami Dolphins. Prior to his 
stint with the Dolphins, Smart spent six years on the collegiate level with 
Georgia (1999 and 2005), LSU (2004), Florida State (2002-03), and Valdosta 
State (2000-01). 

As the running backs coach at Georgia in 2005, the Bulldogs averaged 
162.2 yards per game, the third best mark in the SEC. Smart spent the 2004 


season as defensive backs coach under Saban at LSU, where he tutored two 
NFL draft picks: Corey Webster (2nd round, New York Giants) and Travis 
Daniels (4th round, Miami Dolphins). That season, the Tigers allowed 157.2 
passing yards per game, which ranked second in the SEC and fifth nation- 
ally. 

Smart was a graduate assistant coach under Bobby Bowden at Florida 
State in 2002-03 and served as defensive coordinator (2001) and defensive 
backs (2000) coach at Valdosta State. He began his coaching career as an 
administrative assistant at Georgia in 1999. 

As a player, Smart was a four-year lettermen at defensive back for the 
Bulldogs, where he was a first team All-SEC pick as a senior. He finished 
his career with 13 interceptions, fourth in Georgia annals, and led the Bull- 
dogs with six interceptions in 1997 and five in 1998. A four-time member of 
the SEC Academic Honor Roll, Smart earned his undergraduate degree in 
finance from Georgia and his master’s degree from Florida State in 2003. 

A native of Bainbridge, Ga., Smart is married to the former Mary Beth 
Lycett of McDonough, Ga. The couple became the proud parents of twins 
(Weston and Julia) on February 8, 2008.

SUNSERI 
ASSISTANT HEAD COACH / LINEBACKERS 


Sal Sunseri, a former All-American linebacker at Pittsburgh, joined the 
Alabama coaching staff in January of 2009 after serving as the defensive 
line coach with the NFL’s Carolina Panthers. As a member of the Crimson 
Tide staff, he will hold the title of assistant head coach for defense and work 
with the linebackers. 

Sunseri’s defensive line with the Panthers was regarded as one of the 
best in the NFL. Defensive end Julius Peppers, defensive end Mike Rucker 
and defensive tackle Kris Jenkins earned Pro Bowl honors during Sunseri’s 
tenure. He produced at least one Pro Bowl defensive lineman in five of six 
seasons as defensive line coach. The Panthers were among the top 10 in the 
NEFLin terms of fewest yards allowed in four of his seven seasons and made 
three playoff appearances. 

Sunseri came to Carolina as a defensive assistant in 2002 and took over 
as defensive line coach in 2003. It was a seamless transition as the Panthers 
defensive line remained one of the best in the NFL in 2003 under Sunseri. 
Carolina ranked eighth in overall defense, 11th against the run and seventh 
in sacks per pass play. The defensive line accounted for 32.5 of the team’s 
40 total sacks and also produced a pair of Pro Bowl players in Jenkins and 
Rucker. 

In 2006, the Panthers ranked seventh in yards allowed and seventh in 
sacks per play as two members of the starting unit, Peppers and Jenkins, 
were selected to the NFC Pro Bowl squad. In 2005, Carolina finished third 
in yards allowed, fourth against the rush and fifth in sacks per pass play. In 
2008, Carolina ranked ninth in the NFL and fifth in the NFC in sacks (37.0 
while also ranking 12th in the NFL and sixth in the NFC in scoring defense 
(20.6 ppg). 


Prior to his time at Carolina, Sunseri worked as the linebackers coach 
and special teams coordinator at Michigan State in 2001 after spending 2000 
at Louisiana State under head coach Nick Saban in the same capacity. He 
coached at Alabama A&M in 1998 and 1999 as defensive coordinator and 
linebackers coach following three seasons from 1995-97 at the University 
of Louisville as linebackers coach. Working his way up the coaching lad- 
der, Sunseri spent one year each at Illinois State as defensive coordinator 
in 1994 and Iowa Wesleyan as assistant head coach, defensive coordinator 
and special teams coach in 1993. He broke into coaching at his alma mater, 
Pittsburgh, in 1985 and coached defensive line and linebackers before being 
named assistant head coach in 1992. 

Sunseri began his career at the University of Pittsburgh in 1978 as a walk- 
on and ended it as a team captain and consensus All-American as a senior 
in 1981. A three-year starter at linebacker, he helped the Panthers to a com- 
bined record of 33-3 and anchored a defensive unit that led the NCAA in 
total defense in 1980 and 1981. He was the defensive MVP in the 1982 Se- 
nior Bowl and was drafted in the 10th round by the Pittsburgh Steelers. He 
received a bachelor’s degree in communications from Pittsburgh in 1982. 

Sunseri is married to the former Roxann Evans, who was a varsity gym- 
nast at Pittsburgh. The couple has two daughters, Jaclyn and Ashlyn, and 
two sons, Santino (who is a freshman quarterback at Pittsburgh) and Vin- 
nie.

BOBBY WILLIAMS 


TIGHT ENDS / SPECIAL TEAMS COORDINATOR 


Bobby Williams is in his second season in Tuscaloosa after being hired 
as Alabama’s tight ends coach and special teams coordinator in January 
of 2008. A veteran coach with both college and NFL experience, Williams 
joins Nick Saban’s coaching staff for the fourth time in his career as they 
have worked together previously at Michigan State, LSU and the Miami 
Dolphins. 

In year one at the Capstone, Williams led a pair of senior tight ends to the 
best seasons of their careers. Nick Walker made 11 starts and was 2nd on the 
team in receiving with 32 catches, 324 yards and two touchdowns. Travis 
McCall started 12 games and was one of the team’s top blockers, clearing 
the way for an outstanding ground game. McCall, who caught seven passes 
for 52 yards, represented Alabama in the Senior Bowl. 

The special teams in 2008 were a big weapon for the Tide under Williams. 
Javier Arenas broke two punt returns for touchdowns and set the school 
record for career punt return yardage and punt return touchdowns, Leigh 
Tiffin was 20-of-29 on field goals and punter P.J. Fitzgerald had a career-best 
average of 41.1 yards per punt with 15 inside the 20. 

Williams spent the 2005 and 2006 seasons as the running backs coach 
with the Dolphins. In his first season, Miami averaged 118.6 yards rushing 
per contest, the second-best figure by the team over the previous 21 years 
(1985-05). Ronnie Brown led the team with 907 yards rushing, second-most 
among NFL rookies in 2005 and the second-highest total ever by a Dolphins 
rookie. Brown followed that up with 1,008 yards in 2006, which marked the 
first time a player in the franchise had rushed for 900 or more yards in each 
of his first two seasons. 

He served as the associate head coach/wide receivers coach at LSU in 
2004 where he coached a pair of future NFL first round picks in Craig Davis 
and Dwayne Bowe. Both Davis and Bowe ranked in the top ten in the SEC 
in both receptions per game and receiving yards per game that season. 


Prior to his one-year stint in Baton Rouge, Williams spent one season 
(2003) as the wide receivers coach with the Detroit Lions. With the Lions, 
rookie Charles Rogers, who played for Williams at Michigan State, caught 
22 passes for 243 yards and three touchdowns through just five games be- 
fore an injury cut short his rookie campaign. At the time, Rogers’ receiving 
total tied for 11th in the NFC and was third among NFL rookies. 

Williams followed Saban as head coach at Michigan State, and served in 
that post from 2000-02. He led the Spartans to a victory over Florida in the 
2000 Citrus Bow] after the 1999 season, in his first game as the school’s head 
coach. He also guided Michigan State to a 7-5 mark in 2001, his second full 
season as the team’s head coach, one which culminated with a victory over 
Fresno State in the Silicon Valley Football Classic, as he became the first 
coach in Michigan State history to lead his team to victories in his first two 
bowl appearances. 

He previously was an assistant on the Spartans staff from 1990-99, during 
which time he tutored the running backs, the final five years under Saban. 
Michigan State backs produced nine individual 1,000- yard rushing perfor- 
mances in Williams’ ten years in that post, a list which includes T.J. Duckett, 
Atlanta’s first-round draft choice in 2002. 

Williams got his start in the coaching profession as running backs/de- 
fensive backs coach at Ball State from 1983-84. He followed that with a five- 
year stop (1985-89) as offensive backfield coach at Eastern Michigan before 
heading off to East Lansing. 

Williams is a 1982 graduate of Purdue where he earned his degree in 
general management and was a four-year letterman for the Boilermakers. 
He started his career at running back before moving to the secondary and 
starting in his final three seasons. A tri-captain as a senior in 1981, Williams 
was a part of three Purdue bowl teams as a player. He then served one year 
(1982) as a graduate assistant with the Boilermakers. 

A native of St. Louis, Mo., Williams and his wife, Sheila, have a daughter, 
Nataly, and a son, Nicholas.

ASSOCIATE HEAD COACH / LINEBACKERS 


James Willis was hired at the University of Alabama in January of 2009 and 
will serve as associate head coach and work with the linebackers. Willis, a 
seven-year NFL veteran, joins the Crimson Tide after serving as an assistant 
coach at Auburn. 

Willis spent the last three years as the linebackers coach at Auburn. The 
Tigers ranked No. 7 nationally in scoring defense in 2006 and followed that up 
with a No. 6 ranking in 2007 and a No. 14 ranking in scoring defense last sea- 
son. Auburn appeared in two bowls during his tenure — the 2007 AT&T Cotton 
Bowl and the 2007 Chick-fil-A Bowl. The Tigers defeated Nebraska 17-14 in 
the Cotton Bowl and defeated Clemson 23-20 in overtime in the Chick-fil-A. 
Willis also coached a pair of Freshman All-Americans at linebacker at Auburn 
in Tray Blackmon (2006) and Spencer Pybus (2008). 

Prior to his stint at Auburn, Willis coached the linebackers at Temple (2005) 
and Rhode Island (2004-05). He coached Rhode Island linebacker Teddy Gib- 
bons to team MVP and All-Atlantic 10 Conference honors in 2004. In 2003, 
Willis was a defensive graduate assistant at Auburn after working as a student 
assistant the previous two years at AU. 

Willis spent seven seasons in the NFL and one season in the XFL. He began 
his professional career with the Green Bay Packers (2003-04) before making 
the move to Philadelphia (1995-98) where he was a three-year starter for the 
Eagles. His final NFL season was in 1999 with the Seattle Seahawks and his 
playing career concluded in 2001 with the Birmingham Thunderbolts of the 


XFL. 
As a collegiate player, Willis was a three-year starter at Auburn (1990-92). 


He recorded 344 career tackles and was a member of the 1990 Peach Bowl 
team. Willis was a first team All-SEC selection in 1992 and was the SEC Co- 
Defensive Freshman of the Year in 1990. A fifth round draft pick by Green Bay 
following his junior season, Willis returned to earn his degree in Adult Educa- 
tion from Auburn. 

Willis was born in Huntsville, Ala. and played high school football at J.O. 
Johnson High School where he was a Parade All-American as a linebacker. He 
and his wife, Shalane are the proud parents of daughter Jade and sons Jalen 
and Jordan James.

The booming voice you hear leading a pre-practice stretch or encouraging 
a Crimson Tide player to finish a workout session strong is that of Head Foot- 
ball Strength and Conditioning Coach Scott Cochran. The high-energy coach 
joined the Alabama staff in 2007 after spending three seasons with the New 
Orleans Hornets as an assistant strength coach. His duties with the Hornets 
included assisting with the exercise and strength conditioning programs to 
help players achieve and maintain optimal fitness throughout the NBA sea- 
son. 

“Coach Cochran is one of the most spirited coaches I have ever been 
around,” said Alabama 2007 & 2008 captain Antoine Caldwell. “He makes 
you want to show up and work every day, and push yourself even harder 
than the day before.” 

Prior to joining the Hornets staff, Cochran worked for his alma mater, 
Louisiana State, as an assistant strength coach for the 2003 National Cham- 
pion Tiger football team. Cochran returned to LSU after starting his career in 
the strength and conditioning field at University Laboratory High School in 
Baton Rouge, La. He held that position from 1998-2001 and then went back 
to LSU as a graduate assistant for all sports from 2001-03. He was then hired 
on to the full-time staff for the 2003-04 season. 

A native of New Orleans, Cochran received a bachelor’s degree in kinesi- 
ology from LSU in 2001 and added a master’s degree in sports management 
from LSU in 2003.

The Paul W. Bryant Academic Center is the crown jewel in Alabama’s 
$125 million Crimson Tradition building initiative. Through the auspices 
of the Crimson Tradition Fund, Alabama took its former athletic dorm and 
converted it into a 55,000-square foot, state-of-the-art facility that benefits 
all 475-plus Crimson Tide student-athletes. 

Among the building’s many amenities is a 48-seat computer lab with 
brand new equipment. The computer lab also houses 25 laptop comput- 
ers that can be checked out by student-athletes for use on road trips. 
There are math, English, and writing labs as well as individual study 
rooms. The athletic academic advisor offices are also housed in the 
building along with several study lounges, two 50-seat classrooms and a 
140-seat classroom.

The classrooms have cutting edge teaching devices, 
including digital overhead projectors and “smart 
boards” that allow instructors to interact with stu- 
dents on the go. Throughout the building there are 
16 information stations that provide studentathletes 
with news about tutorials, study sessions and even 
practice schedules. 
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The strength and conditioning staff usually starts its day as early as 
6 a.m. and stays as late as 7 p.m. Athletes are required to undergo 
a daily workout schedule as much as four to five times a week. Some 
athletes choose to workout before classes begin in the morning while 
some others work out in the afternoon. These intense workouts insure 
that Alabama athletes stay in peak competitive form. Conditioning rou- 
tines vary for different sports, since each requires a different output 
from different body parts. The Tide’s 22,000 square-foot weight room 
consists of 24 platforms attached to state of the art racks with Eliko 
bars for power cleans, snatches, back squats, front squats, split jerks 
and bench press. The mural around the inside of the facility depicts 
more than 100 years of football and is also displayed on two walls of 
the football pressbox. 


Even with the most physically conditioned athletes, injury can occur. The 
University of Alabama has a full staff of doctors and athletic trainers 
ready to lend their expertise to any medical situation so Alabama’s ath- 
letes can return to play in peak condition as soon as possible. 
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PRESIDENT 


As president of The University of Alabama, 
Dr. Robert E. Witt has committed the University 
to an ambitious plan for growth and achieve- 
ment. His goals include increasing enrollment to 
28,000 students by 2010 and stimulating signifi- 
cant growth in research in support of economic 
expansion for the state and nation. Under his 
leadership, enrollment has reached record levels 
and academic quality has increased significant- 
ly. 

The University ranks 12th nationally among 
public universities in the enrollment of National 
Merit Scholars and leads the nation in the num- 
ber of students named to USA Today’s All-USA 
College Academic Teams.

Now in his sixth year as president, Dr. Witt 
came to UA with 35 years experience in the Uni- 
versity of Texas System.

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State University. 

He currently chairs the board of directors 
of the West Alabama Chamber of Commerce, 
serves on the board of directors of the Black 
Warrior Council Boy Scouts of America and is 
a member of the Tuscaloosa County Industrial 
Development Authority. Dr. Witt and his wife 
Sandee have two grandchildren. 


ATHLETICS DIRECTOR MAL MOORE 


Normally, the naming of a building in your 
honor would serve as a fitting end to an out- 
standing career, but Mal Moore’s ongoing 
vision remains focused on two primary ob- 
jectives: elevating athletic facilities at the Cap- 
stone to premier status nationally for all sports 
and making all Crimson Tide athletic teams 
competitive at the highest level nationally. 

Moore's distinguished record of service to 
UA began almost 50 years ago when he joined 
the Crimson Tide football squad as a scholarship 
player for Coach Paul “Bear” Bryant from 1958- 
62. He earned a bachelor’s degree in sociology 
in 1963 and a master’s in secondary education in 
1964. Moore has the distinction of earning seven 
national championship rings during his career as 
a player and coach, the first as a member of the 
Crimson Tide’s 1961 national championship team. 

During his coaching tenure, Moore served as 
Coach Bryant's graduate assistant in 1964, then 
as defensive backfield coach for five years begin- 
ning in 1965 before becoming quarterbacks coach 
from 1971-1982 and taking on additional respon- 
sibility as the Tide’s first offensive coordinator 
in 1975. He is the only individual connected 
with the Alabama coaching staffs, both past and 
present, to be a part of seven national champi- 
onships (1961, 1964, 1965, 1973, 1978, 1979, and 
1992). After coaching stops at Montana State, 
Notre Dame and the NFL’s St. Louis and Phoenix 
Cardinals, Moore returned to Alabama and was 
named assistant athletics director in 1993 and as- 
sociate director for external affairs in 1994. He 
was named director of athletics on Nov. 23, 1999. 

Three elements of his story make Mal Moore 
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deserving of a special place in UA athletics 
history. First, he has been a part of seven na- 
tional championship football teams (as a play- 
er and coach). Second, he’s been the leader 
who brought the UA athletic program into the 
21st century in terms of facilities and staffing. 
Third and, perhaps most importantly, his love 
for the University of Alabama is unsurpassed. 

Now in his 10th year as the Tide’s Director 
of Athletics, Moore made an indelible mark on 
one of the nation’s most storied athletic pro- 
grams. Alabama’s athletic teams have excelled 
in competition and he directed completion of 
a $125 million facilities campaign that revi- 
talized the Crimson Tide’s athletic facilities. 
Moore’s leadership, vision and initiative en- 
abled the monumental project to reach fruition. 

A 1963 graduate of The University of Ala- 
bama, Moore holds both an undergraduate 
degree in Sociology and a 1964 Master’s De- 
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gree in Secondary Education from the Cap- 
stone. A scholarship player for Coach Paul 
W. “Bear” Bryant, Moore was a member of 
Alabama’s 1961 national championship team. 
Under Moore’s direction Alabama's athletic 
teams have produced a number of Southeast- 
ern Conference titles, including men’s basket- 
ball, gymnastics, baseball men’s golf and soft- 
ball and SEC tournament titles in both baseball 
and softball, and an NCAA gymnastics title. 
Alabama athletes have earned some of 
the highest honors the SEC and NCAA have 
to offer, including SEC Athlete of the Year, 
SEC Scholar-Athlete of the Year, NCAA Top 
VII, NCAA Postgraduate Scholarships and 
NCAA Sportsperson of the Year. These hon- 
ors are over and above the individual con- 
ference and national titles that Alabama ath- 
letes continue to bring home to the Capstone. 
Coaching football for 31 years, 22 of those at 
Alabama, provided Moore with a wealth of ex- 
perience and knowledge in the world of college 
athletics. Alabama won national championships, 
in 1964, 1965, 1973, 1978, 1979 and 1992 with 
Moore coordinating all the offensive plays for 
the last four of those championship teams. 
Moore was born December 19, 1939, in Dozier, 
Ala. He has been married to the former Char- 
lotte Davis of Tuscaloosa since July 20, 1968. 
They have one daughter, Mrs. Steve (Heather) 
Cook of Scottsdale, Ariz., a granddaughter, 
Anna Lee, and a grandson, Charles Cannon.

ATLANTA, Ga. — Alabama’s defense held Clemson to 
zero rushing yards and dominated the game from start 
to finish, opening the 2008 season with an impressive 
34-10 win over the 9th-ranked Tigers before a crowd of 
70,097 at the Georgia Dome. 

Alabama beat a top-10 opponent for the first time 
since topping No. 5 Florida in 2005. Senior quarterback 
John Parker Wilson completed 22-of-30 passes for 180 
yards and, with his career total completions at 500, 
surpassed Brodie Croyle’s old school record of 488. 
Meanwhile, the Crimson Tide defense held the Tigers’ 
heralded “Thunder and Lightning” backfield of James 
Davis and C.J. Spiller to 20 yards. Clemson, which 
averaged 403 yards the previous season with much of 
the same offensive personnel, managed only 188 yards 
of total offense. 

The Tide ran the ball easily on Clemson’s defense, 
which was ninth in the country a season ago. At one 
point, Alabama had outgained the Tigers 114-1 as the 
Tide build a 23-3 halftime lead. After driving to field 
goals by Leigh Tiffin of 54 (the third-longest in Tide 
history) and 21 yards on their first two offensive posses- 
sions of the game, Alabama moved to a 13-0 lead after 
one quarter when Wilson ended a 45-yard march with 
a one-yard sneak for a touchdown. 

In the second quarter, tight end Nick Walker slipped 
behind three defenders for a 4-yard touchdown catch 
from Wilson to put Alabama ahead 20-3 midway 
through the second quarter. That lead extended to 23-3 
on a 34-yard field goal by Tiffin on the final play of the 
first half. 

Clemson burst back on the second half kickoff when 
CJ. Spiller took the kick back 96 yards for a Clemson 
ouchdown to narrow the Tide lead to 23-10. After 
Clemson forced an Alabama punt on the ensuing pos- 
session, The Tide defense forced the Tigers to punt after 
three plays, then Alabama’s offense reasserted control 
of the line of scrimmage. 

A 14-play, 67-yard drive ended with a four-yard 

ouchdown pass from Wilson to freshman receiver Julio 
Jones. Freshman running back Mark Ingram scored a 
wo-point conversion to up the Alabama lead to 31-10 
with 4:08 left in the third quarter. 
For good measure, Alabama mounted another 
impressive drive to cap the scoring in the fourth quar- 
er. The Tide marched 78 yards in 14 plays, consuming 
8:54 of game time, on the way to a 26-yard field goal by 
Tiffin for the final margin. 

Alabama’s dominance was complete, and reflected 
in two key statistics. The Tide controlled the ball for 
41:13 of the game while outrushing the Tigers by a 
margin of 239-0. 

The Crimson Tide have won 12 straight against 
Clemson, although the team’s hadn’t met since 1975.

TUSCALOOSA, Ala. — Strong special teams in the 
early going keyed a quick start for Alabama (2-0), pro- 
viding the bulk of their scoring in a 20-6 victory over 
Tulane (0-1) before a sellout crowd of 92,138 at Bryant- 
Denny Stadium. Javier Arenas compiled an Alabama- 
record 147 punt return yards, scored on an 87-yard 
return in the first quarter, and Chris Rogers scooped 
up a blocked punt and ran 17 yards for another score to 
highlight a quick start by the Tide. 

The Crimson Tide needed that special teams pro- 
duction as the Alabama offense was bogged down 
for much of the game due to injuries. Leading 13-3 at 
halftime, Alabama withstood one Tulane scoring threat 
that ended in a missed field goal before freshman run- 
ning back Mark Ingram keyed the Tide’s first sustained 
offensive drive of the game by rushing for 38 yards on 
five carries on a 77-yard scoring march. Ingram capped 
the drive by racing around left end for a 15-yard touch- 
down on the final play of the third quarter, running 
through one tackler on the play to give the Tide a com- 
manding 20-3 lead entering the fourth quarter. 

Forced out of New Orleans a week earlier by the 
threat of Hurricane Gustav, Tulane got a standing ova- 
ion from Alabama fans when the Green Wave took the 
field just prior to the opening kickoff. After a quick 
start by the Tide, Alabama (2-0) allowed four sacks of 
John Parker Wilson, fumbled once, missed two kicks 
and gained only 172 yards — just 38 in the first half. Tide 
head coach got his 100th collegiate career victory. 

Tulane kept the Tide offense off balance but man- 
aged only field goals of 35 and 21 yards by Ross 
Thevenot, who missed two more. Arenas gave the Tide 
all the points it needed early. Tulane’s first drive stalled 
on the Alabama 46, and Darren deRochemont punted. 
Arenas caught the ball at his own 13, broke a tackle and 
cut down the left sideline while outrunning the Tulane 
punt coverage team. 

Two drives later, deRochemont was forced to punt 
from the Green Wave 23, but Roy Upchurch made a 
diving block. Chris Rogers scooped up the ball and ran 
17 yards for a score. 

“I was able to get inside the wing and block it,” 
Upchurch said. “It was a great feeling. It was almost 
like scoring a touchdown.” 

After that, Alabama’s offense sputtered. Tulane’s 
defense notched three quarterback sacks in the second 
quarter alone, and Crimson Tide freshman placekicker 
Corey Smith, in briefly for the injured Leigh Tiffin, 
missed a point-after kick and a 37-yard field goal. 
Alabama didn’t manage an offensive touchdown until 
the end of the third quarter, on Ingram’s 15-yard run. 

With Alabama missing injured offensive line start- 
ers Andre Smith and Marlon Davis, Wilson was under 
pressure frequently. He completed just 11 of 23 passes 
for 73 yards but didn’t throw an interception. The yard- 
age total was Wilson’s second-lowest in a start for the 
Tide. 

Arenas, who set an Alabama record with 145 punt 
return yards, left injured in the third quarter after get- 
ting leveled by Jordan Ellis on a punt return. Tulane 
wasted two scoring opportunities in the third quarter 
as Thevenot was wide left on field goal attempts from 
41 and 23 yards. 

The victory was Alabama’s 10th straight in the 
series with Tulane. The Green Wave hasn’t beaten 
the Crimson Tide since 1958, and it hasn’t won in 
Tuscaloosa since 1900.

TUSCALOOSA, Ala. — Alabama rolled up 557 yards 
of total offense and scored five touchdowns, including 
three on the ground, in a dominating 41-7 performance 
over Western Kentucky (1-2) in front of a sellout crowd 
at Bryant-Denny Stadium. Alabama (3-0) scored early 
and often, holding a 17-0 lead at the end of the first 
quarter and a 31-7 lead at the half. 

Though Alabama did the bulk of its damage on the 
ground — the Tide recorded 281 rushing yards and three 
scores — it was a record-breaking night for quarterback 
John Parker Wilson, who finished the game 17-of-27 for 
215 yards and two touchdowns. On an 8-yard pass to 
Mike McCoy in the second quarter, Wilson passed for- 
mer Alabama quarterback Brodie Croyle as the career 
leader in total offense. Wilson ended the game with 
6,321 yards in his Alabama career, lifting him above 
Croyle’s total of 6,205. 

Additionally, Wilson passed former Tide quarter- 
back Andrew Zow in the first quarter for second place 
in career passing yards and tied the Alabama career 
record for touchdown passes in the third quarter. 
Wilson trails only Croyle for the top spot on each list. 
Alabama received a pair of first quarter touchdowns 
from freshman tailback Mark Ingram to open up an 
early lead over the Hilltoppers. Ingram punctuated the 
Tide’s first drive with an 8-yard score, and then took 
one in from six yards out a few minutes later. 

Ingram finished the game with nine carries for 
51 yards and two touchdowns. The Tide’s leading 
rusher was Glen Coffee, who ran the ball 11 times for 
97 yards, all in the first half, an average of 8.8 yards per 
rush. Alabama also got a first half touchdown from 
sophomore Terry Grant, on a rush from eight yards out. 
The Tide’s final score of the half came after a Western 
Kentucky touchdown, when Wilson led Alabama back 
down the field, capping the drive with a 2-yard pass to 
Nick Walker for a 31-7 lead at the break. 

Wilson’s second passing touchdown came in the 
third quarter, on a 12-yard throw to freshman Julio 
Jones. Jones finished the game as the Tide’s leading 
receiver, with five catches for 66 yards and a touch- 
down. Sophomore Earl Alexander, in his first action of 
the season, caught three passes for 50 yards. McCoy had 
three catches for 42 yards. 

It was a dominant night for the Alabama defense, as 
the Tide held Western Kentucky to just 158 total yards, 
including 42 on the ground. It was Alabama’s fourth 
straight game to hold its opponent under 100 rushing 
yards, dating back to last season’s Independence Bowl 
win over Colorado. Alabama forced two turnovers, 
recovering a fumble in the first quarter and intercepting 
a pass in the fourth.

FAYETTEVILLE, Ark. - The Crimson Tide parlayed 
an opportunistic defense and an explosive offense into 
a huge first half and coasted to an unexpectedly easy 
49-14 win over the Arkansas Razorbacks before a sell- 
out crowd of 72,315 at Donald W. Reynolds Razorback 
Stadium and a regional television audience. 

Alabama (4-0 overall; 1-0 in the Southeastern 
Conference) led 35-7 at halftime, and six of the Crimson 
Tide’s seven touchdowns covered at least 25 yards. 
After Mark Ingram scored on a 1-yard run, Glen Coffee 
made it 14-0 for Alabama when a run up the middle 
from deep in Crimson Tide territory turned into an 
87-yard touchdown. 

Arkansas (2-1 overall; 0-1 in the SEC) couldn’t avoid 
big mistakes in its first SEC game. Quarterback Casey 
Dick’s pass late in the first quarter was intercepted by 
Javier Arenas and returned 63 yards to the end zone. 
Dick tried to stop him around the 20, but went sprawl- 
ing as Arenas sidestepped him. The Razorbacks scored 
on a fourth-down pass from Dick to Andrew Davie, but 
the Crimson Tide answered with John Parker Wilson’s 
25-yard touchdown pass to Julio Jones. Wilson moved 
into sole possession of first place on Alabama’s career 
list with 42 touchdown passes. 

Alabama safety Justin Woodall scored just over 2 
minutes later on a 74-yard interception return when 
Dick threw toward the right sideline, but his receiver 
had already turned upfield. Woodall was the only 
man in the area, and although Dick hustled back, he 
didn’t come close to tackling him. It was the first 
time in school history the Crimson Tide scored on two 
interception returns in the same game. Alabama scored 
its most points in an SEC game since a 59-28 win over 
Vanderbilt in 1990. 

At the end of the first half, Arkansas had first-and- 
goal from the 1 and didn’t score. The Razorbacks went 
to intermission down four touchdowns despite outgain- 
ing Alabama for the half. Dick’s first pass of the second 
half was also intercepted, and Alabama made it 42-7 
on Coffee’s 31-yard touchdown run. Coffee ran for 162 
yards as the Crimson Tide rushed for 328 yards as a 
team. Michael Smith ran for 91 yards for Arkansas and 
caught six passes for 67 yards. 

Arkansas’ Tyler Wilson threw a 10-yard touchdown 
pass to Smith in the fourth quarter, but Roy Upchurch 
answered for Alabama with a 62-yard scoring run to 
finish the scoring.

ATHENS, Ga. - The Alabama Crimson Tide turned 
the blackout into a knockout. Eighth-ranked Alabama 
looked impressive by whipping Georgia 41-30, in a 
game that was not as close as the final score indicated. 
The Tide raced to a stunning 31-0 lead at halftime, and 
the Bulldogs managed a couple of cosmetic touch- 
downs in the waning minutes. Dominance at the line 
of scrimmage and pinpoint passing by John Parker 
Wilson keynoted the Crimson Tide’s performance as 
Alabama (5-0 overall, 2-0 Southeastern Conference) put 
this one away early. The Tide scored on its first five 
possessions. 

Georgia (4-1 overall; 1-1 in the SEC) came out wear- 
ing black jerseys, and most of its fans at 92,000-seat 
Sanford Stadium also took part in the “blackout.” But 
Alabama’s 41 points against Georgia was the most the 
Tide has scored in the 65-game history of the series, dat- 
ing back to 1895. Alabama scored on all five of its first- 
half possessions, getting three rushing touchdowns 
and a field goal before a 22-yard touchdown pass from 
Wilson to Julio Jones gave the Tide 31 points at the 
break. 

Wilson started the game 7-of-7 for 101 yards and 
finished the first half 10-of-11. He ended the night 
completing 13 of 16 for 205 yards and a touchdown. 
A 29-yard pass to Roy Upchurch in the second half 
surpassed former quarterback Brodie Croyle (2002-05) 
for the top spot in career passing yards at Alabama. 

Alabama scored 10 points in the first quarter, earning 
a 7-0 lead on its opening drive on a 7-yard touchdown 
run by Mark Ingram. After forcing Georgia to punt on 
its opening possession, the Tide got a 23-yard field goal 
from Leigh Tiffin to extend the lead to 10-0. Alabama 
kept the pressure on Georgia in the second quarter, 
scoring quickly from three yards out before linebacker 
Dont’a Hightower recovered a Georgia fumble by 
receiver AJ Green on the Bulldogs’ ensuing possession. 
The turnover led to a 4-yard score by Upchurch before 
Wilson’s 22-yard strike to Jones on Alabama’s next 
drive put the Tide up 31-0. 

Jones finished with five catches for 94 yards and a 
touchdown. The score was Jones’ fourth of the year, set- 
ting an Alabama freshman record for touchdown recep- 
tions. Upchurch had two catches for 51 yards and Mike 
McCoy had two catches for 22 yards. On the ground, 
Glen Coffee carried 23 times for 86 yards and scored 
two touchdowns, while Upchurch had six carries for 18 
yards and a touchdown and Ingram had seven carries 
for 17 yards and a score. 

Georgia came alive in the second half, scoring 10 
points in the third quarter and 20 in the fourth on 
the strength of a 274-yard, two-touchdown passing 
performance from quarterback Matthew Stafford. The 
Bulldogs got within 14 points of Alabama early in the 
fourth quarter on a 92-yard punt return for a touch- 
down by Prince Miller, but the Tide responded by 
rattling off 10 unanswered points of its own, getting 
a 32-yard field goal by Tiffin and 12-yard score from 
Coffee to put the game out of reach. 

The Alabama defense rendered Georgia’s rushing 
attack ineffective, holding tailback Knowshon Moreno 
to just 34 yards on nine carries. The defensive perfor- 
mance extended Alabama’s streak of not allowing a 
100-yard rushing performance to six games. 

The Alabama defense sacked Stafford twice in the 
game and recorded four tackles-for-loss. Safety Justin 
Woodall and linebacker Rolando McClain shared the 
team lead in tackles with five apiece.

TUSCALOOSA, Ala. — A career day for junior running 
back Glen Coffee was enough to overcome 10 penalties 
and three turnovers for Alabama on Saturday, sendin 
the No. 2 Crimson Tide (6-0 overall; 3-0 in the SEC 
past Kentucky (4-1; 0-1 SEC), 17-14, at Bryant-Denny 
Stadium in Tuscaloosa. 

Coffee rushed 25 times for 218 yards, the high- 
est individual rushing yardage total since Shaun 
Alexander's 291-yard performance against LSU in 1996, 
and the first time an Alabama back has had more than 
200 rushing yards since 2004. The total is the sixth- 
highest in a game in Alabama history. In all, Alabama 
gained 282 yards on the ground. 

Coffee and the Tide (6-0 overall, 3-0 in the 
Southeastern Conference) pounded out a 15-play drive 
from their own 17-yard line in the fourth quarter to 
set up a clinching field goal. Coffee gained 57 yards 
on nine carries on the drive, which consumed 8:10, 
giving Alabama a 10-point lead with 2:12 remaining. 
Kentucky answered when Mike Hartline hit DeMoreo 
Ford streaking down the right sideline for a 48-yard 
touchdown pass with 40 seconds left. Kentucky’s 
onside kick attempt went out of bounds to give Alabama 
the ball and the game. 

Alabama continued its dominance in the series, 
moving to 34-2-1 overall and 20-0-1 in the state of 
Alabama. Kentucky was looking for its second huge 
upset in two seasons after beating No. 1 LSU in triple 
overtime last season. Coffee had 25 carries, including 
a 78-yard touchdown, for the best rushing output for 
a Crimson Tide running back since Shaun Alexander 
gained a school-record 291 yards against LSU in 1996. 
Kentucky came in allowing just 73 rushing yards a 
game and hadn't given up a TD on the ground. The 
Tide ran for 282 yards. 

Hartline was 20-of-42 for 241 yards and two touch- 
downs with an interception. Alabama’s Wilson was 
just 7-of-17 for 106 yards and was intercepted once and 
sacked three times. 

Coffee busted out of the gate for Alabama, rush- 
ing for 101 yards in the first quarter alone against 
a Kentucky defense that came into the game as the 
nation’s fifth-best, giving up just 50 yards per game 
on the ground. Coffee’s early dominance included a 
78-yard touchdown on Alabama’s second drive of the 
afternoon to give the Tide an early 7-0 lead. The touch- 
down run was Coffee’s second of the year of more than 
75 yards. Against Arkansas, he broke an 87-yarder, the 
longest of his career. 

Alabama extended its lead to 14-0 on a 4-yard 
fumble recovery runback by sophomore linebacker 
Rolando McClain after Kentucky quarterback Mike 
Hartline fumbled near his own end zone. The score was 
Alabama’s fifth non-offensive score of the year, which 
leads the nation. Penalties and turnovers played a large 
part in containing the Alabama offense until two min- 
utes left in the game, when junior Leigh Tiffin kicked a 
24-yard field goal to give Alabama a 17-7 lead. 

Outgained 253-60 in the first half, the Wildcats 
forced two turnovers in the third quarter and made it 
look easy on their first scoring drive. Hartline dumped 
a pass over the middle to Derrick Locke, who scam- 
pered for a 36-yard gain. Dicky Lyons Jr. took a short 
slant pattern 26 yards for a touchdown on the next play 
to make it 14-7 with 5:49 left in the third quarter. 

Hartline had just 66 yards passing before that drive, 
and Kentucky had gone three-and-out on five con- 
secutive possessions. Kareem Jackson then picked off 
Hartline’s underthrown pass after the Wildcats pushed 
across midfield. 

Forty-nine of Alabama’s 66 total plays were rushing 
plays, with Wilson completing 7-of-17 passes for 106 
yards with an interception. Freshman Julio Jones was 
Wilson’s top target in the game, catching three passes 
for 52 yards. In addition to Coffee’s rushing total, fresh- 
man Mark Ingram carried the ball 11 times for 71 yards 
and junior Roy Upchurch had five carries for 19 yards. 

The Alabama defense forced two turnovers in the 
game and was led by McClain, who had 10 total tackles. 
Junior cornerback Javier Arenas was second with six 
tackles.

TUSCALOOSA, Ala. — Alabama (7-0 overall; 4-0 in 
the Southeastern Conference) used a 24-point first half 
and just enough defense in the second half to keep its 
unblemished SEC record alive, winning 24-20 over 
Mississippi in front of a capacity crowd at Bryant- 
Denny Stadium. The loss dropped Mississippi to 3-4 
overall, 1-3 in conference play. 

After Alabama scored 24 unanswered points to take 
a 24-3 lead, the Rebels came back in the second half, 
scoring 17 unanswered points of their own to draw to 
within four. After adding a field goal with 6:09 left in 
the game, the Rebels forced Alabama to punt and got 
the ball at its own 23-yard line with just over three min- 
utes to play in the game and a chance to win. But after 
allowing the Rebels to drive the ball across the 50, the 
Alabama defense stiffened, holding Mississippi to its 
second consecutive unsuccessful fourth down try and 
preserving the win. 

Alabama did all of its scoring in the first half, scor- 
ing its 24 straight points after falling behind 3-0, the first 
time the Crimson Tide had faced a deficit during the 
2008 season. The Tide’s first points came on a 26-yard 
touchdown pass from John Parker Wilson to Marquis 
Maze to take a 7-3 lead with 4:10 left in the first quar- 
ter. 

Alabama then poured it on in the second quarter, 
getting a 2-yard touchdown run by Mark Ingram before 
two forced turnovers led to 10 points to close the half. 
An interception by Justin Woodall set up a 41-yard field 
goal by Leigh Tiffin, and an interception by Rashad 
Johnson (his first of the year) led to a 30-yard touch- 
down pass from Wilson to Mike McCoy. 

Mississippi's first touchdown of the second half 
came on a 9-yard pass on a fake field goal to pull to 
within 24-10. An 18-yard touchdown pass from Jevan 
Snead to Shay Hodge that was set up by an Alabama 
turnover made the score 24-17, and a late field goal 
added the Rebels’ final three points of the game. 

Wilson finished the game 16-of-25 passing for 219 
yards for the Tide, with two touchdowns and one inter- 
ception. Tight end Nick Walker caught five passes for 
65 yards and receiver Julio Jones caught three passes 
for 63 yards. McCoy had three catches for 45 yards and 
a rourh down: On the ground, Ingram finished with 17 
carries for 73 yards and a touchdown, and Glen Coffee 
finished with 13 carries for 52 yards. 

The Alabama defense forced three turnovers and 
sacked Snead twice, including once on Mississippi’s 
final drive of the game. Johnson finished with nine 
tackles, one interception and a forced fumble while 
linebacker Dont’a Hightower had six tackles.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn. — Alabama relied on a stifling 
defensive effort and a pounding running game against 
Tennessee, scoring 26 consecutive points in a 29-9 win 
over the Volunteers at Neyland Stadium in Knoxville. 
The win improved Alabama to 8-0 overall, 5-0 in the 
Southeastern Conference on the season. Tennessee 
dropped to 3-5 overall, 1-4 in conference play. The 
win was Alabama’s second in a row against Tennessee 
for the first time since 1991-92, and the Crimson Tide’s 
third in the last four games between the two teams. 

The Alabama defense allowed just 11 yards in the 
first quarter and 26 in the third, holding the Vols to 173 
yards in total offense on the night. The Tide was espe- 
cially stingy in its run defense, allowing just 36 rushing 
yards in the win. Alabama sacked Tennessee quarter- 
back Nick Stephens twice and forced seven punts. 

Leading 6-3 in the second quarter, Alabama made a 
crucial defensive stand, holding Tennessee to an unsuc- 
cessful field goal attempt after a partially blocked punt 
had given the Volunteers possession at the Alabama 32. 
After regaining possession following the missed field 
goal, Alabama quarterback John Parker Wilson hit Julio 
Jones on consecutive passes for 19 and 35 yards, respec- 
tively. Four plays later, Glen Coffee found the end zone 
from 3 yards out to give the Tide a 13-3 lead with 2:41 
left in the half. A second missed field goal by Tennessee 
as time expired preserved Alabama’s 10-point halftime 
lead. Through eight games, Alabama has outscored 
opponents 184-23 in the first half and 101-6 in the first 
quarter. 

While the Alabama defense did its job keeping the 
Vols out of the end zone until late in the fourth quarter, 
the Crimson Tide offense was efficient, controlling the 
ball for more than 35 minutes and converting each of 
its four red-zone scoring chances. Alabama ran for 178 
yards in a 366-yard total offensive effort. 

Alabama built on its 13-3 halftime lead in the third 
quarter, adding three points on Leigh Tiffin’s third field 
goal of the night before orchestrating a 12-play, 79-yard 
drive that ended with a 1-yard sneak from Wilson 
to extend the lead to 22-3. Wilson was 4-of-4 for 48 
yards through the air on the scoring drive and finished 
17-of-24 for 188 yards for the game. His main target 
was Jones, who had his best game to date, catching six 
passes for 103 yards. Jones’ performance marked the 
first time an Alabama receiver has gone over 100 yards 
receiving in a game since DJ Hall had 185 receiving 
yards against Tennessee last season. 

On the ground, Roy Upchurch finished with 14 car- 
ries for a career-best 86 yards and a touchdown, and 
Coffee carried the ball 19 times for 79 yards and a score. 
Alabama’s final touchdown came in the fourth quarter 
on an 8-play, 65-yard drive that Upchurch capped with 
a 4-yard run to bring the score to 29-3. Tennessee’s lone 
touchdown came on its ensuing drive, on a 10-yard pass 
from Stephens to Josh Briscoe. 

Alabama’s defense was led by linebacker Dont’a 
Hightower, who had seven tackles, including a tackle- 
for-loss. Safety Rashad Johnson had six tackles, a sack 
and a pass break-up.

TUSCALOOSA, Ala. - Behind a strong running 
attack that gained 205 yards and four touchdowns on 
the ground, No. 2 Alabama beat the Arkansas State 
Red Wolves, 35-0, on homecoming at Bryant-Denny 
Stadium in Tuscaloosa. The win moved Alabama to 
9-0 on the year, with a 5-0 mark in SEC play. Arkansas 
State dropped to 4-4. 

Alabama relied on its strong rushing game to put up 
points against the Red Wolves. The Tide gained rushing 
touchdowns from Glen Coffee and Roy Upchurch and a 
pair of scores from Mark Ingram, who finished a career 
game with 12 carries for 113 yards, the first time in 
Ingram’s Alabama career that he crossed the 100-yard 
mark in a single game. Coffee carried the ball nine 
times for 56 yards, and Upchurch added five carries for 
32 yards. 

Alabama scored on its opening drive of the game, 
taking the ball 89 yards in 16 plays and gaining six 
first downs on its way to the end zone. The drive was 
capped by a 9-yard run by Coffee to give Alabama 
an early 7-0 lead. After Alabama’s next two offensive 
drives ended with an interception and a punt, safety 
Rashad Johnson picked off Corey Leonard’s pass in the 
right flat and returned it 32 yards for a touchdown in 
the second quarter. The score was Alabama’s fourth 
defensive touchdown of the season. Johnson finished 
the game with 13 tackles, including 2.5 tackles for 
losses. 

The Alabama defense turned in a stifling effort, 
keeping an Arkansas State offense that was 22nd in the 
nation in total offense and 12th in rushing offense off 
the scoreboard. The Red Wolves, who scored 83 points 
earlier this season in a win over Texas Southern and 
upset Texas A&M in College Station, managed only 
67 passing yards and 158 total yards in the game. The 
Tide’s defense recorded four sacks and 10 tackles for 
losses in the effort, holding State to a 2-for-12 mark on 
third downs. 

In addition to Johnson’s 13-tackle performance, 
defensive end Brandon Fanney finished with seven 
tackles, and defensive tackle Brandon Deaderick had 
one of his best games, totaling six tackles, 1.5 sacks 
and 2.5 tackles for losses. Linebacker Rolando McClain 
had six tackles as well, with 1.5 tackles for losses and a 
sack. 

Alabama extended its lead in just four plays to open 
the third quarter, taking the ball 70 yards. After a six- 
yard pass from senior quarterback John Parker Wilson 
‘0 McCall, Alabama rattled off three big running plays 
— after Ingram broke a run of 30 yards and a run for 12 
yards, Upchurch scampered 22 yards for a touchdown 
o extend Alabama’s lead to 21-0. Alabama’s final 
two scoring drives were capped with touchdown runs 
from Ingram. A 5-yard score in the third quarter gave 
Alabama a 28-0 lead, and a 17-yard run in the fourth 
quarter built Alabama’s lead to 35-0. Ingram’s two 
ouchdowns give him eight on the season, a mark that 
ies him with Terry Grant for most single-season touch- 
down runs by a freshman. 

The Tide’s 205 rushing yards were accompanied by 
a 15-for-28, 152-yard passing performance from Wilson, 
who moved his career passing yardage total to 7,063 
yards, making him the first Alabama quarterback to 
cross the 7,000-yard mark. His top target on the after- 
noon was Julio Jones, who caught five passes for 62 


yards. McCoy finished with three catches for 26 yards.

BATON ROUGE, La. - Three interceptions by safety 
Rashad Johnson keyed No. 1 Alabama (10-0 overall, 
6-0 in the Southeastern Conference) to a 27-21 overtime 
victory over No. 15 LSU (6-3, 3-3) at Tiger Stadium in 
Baton Rouge, La. Quarterback John Parker Wilson’s 
l1-yard sneak in overtime following an interception by 
Johnson kept the Crimson Tide unbeaten and clinched 
Alabama’s first SEC Western Division title since 1999, 
securing a berth in the 2008 SEC Championship Game. 

Alabama had a chance to win the game in regulation 
after a 23-yard punt return by Javier Arenas gave the 
Tide possession in LSU territory with the game tied at 
21-21 with less than two minutes to play. Four plays 
for positive yardage and a 15-yard face mask penalty 
then pushed the ball to the LSU 12-yard line, setting up 
a 29-yard field goal attempt that was blocked by LSU’s 
Ricky-Jean Francois as time expired. 

LSU took possession of the ball first in the extra 
period, but quarterback Jarrett Lee was picked off in the 
end zone by Johnson on third down, giving Alabama 
the ball with another chance to win. On the Tide’s first 
play from scrimmage, Wilson hit receiver Julio Jones for 
23 yards to the Tigers’ 2-yard line, and two plays later 
Wilson snuck the ball over the goal line for the game- 
winner. 

Johnson’s interception in overtime was his third 
interception on the day. In the first quarter, he picked 
off a deflected pass and returned it to the 15-yard line, 
which set up Alabama’s first score of the game. In the 
second quarter, with Alabama trailing 14-7, Johnson 
picked off Lee at the Alabama 46 and returned the ball 
54 yards for the game-tying touchdown. 

Johnson’s three interceptions, a career high for the 
Sulligent native, were part of a four-interception per- 
formance for the Alabama defense, which also recorded 
seven tackles-for-loss and four pass break-ups in the 
game. 

Alabama’s chance to win the game in regulation 
came after a 14-play, 74-yard scoring drive from LSU 
knotted the game at 21-21 with just over six minutes 
to play. The Tigers had been trailing 21-14 for much 
of the second half after a 3-yard touchdown run by 
junior Glen Coffee put the Tide up by a score midway 
through the third. Coffee finished the game with 26 
carries for 132 yards and a touchdown, giving him 
1,010 rushing yards on the season. Wilson added a pair 
of touchdowns on the ground and was 15-of-31 for 215 
yards through the air. His main receiving target on the 
afternoon was Jones, who finished a career game with 
seven catches for 128 yards. 

Alabama’s defense, which held Lee to 181 passing 
yards on the afternoon, was led by Dont’a Hightower, 
who finished with 11 tackles and 1.5 tackles-for-loss. 
Arenas finished with nine tackles and Rolando McClain, 
who had Alabama’s other interception on the day, 
added eight tackles and 2.5 tackles-for-loss. Having 
trailed for a total of only 1 minute, 15 seconds, in its first 
nine games, Alabama found itself playing from behind 
for much of the first half due largely to three turnovers. 
After the Tide jumped out to an early 7-0 lead, LSU 
scored twice in less than a minute, getting 14 points on 
a 30-yard touchdown pass from Lee to Demetrius Byrd 
and a 30-yard run from Charles Scott. 

With LSU driving to increase its lead before the half, 
however, Johnson picked off an overthrown pass near 
midfield and took it back 54 yards to tie the game 14-14.

TUSCALOOSA, Ala. — Javier Arenas ran back a punt 
80 yards for a touchdown and set up a score with 
another long return, helping Alabama roll to a 32-7 
comeback win over Mississippi State. 

The top-ranked Crimson Tide led just 12-7 at half- 
time but rolled in the second, improving to 11-0 for the 
first time since 1994. Alabama didn’t commit a turn- 
over and outrushed the Bulldogs 198-35. The Tide (11-0 
overall; 7-0 in the Southeastern Conference) scored the 
game’s final 27 points to turn back a team that had 
given Alabama fits the past two years.

also been the team to end Alabama’s last regular-season 
reign over the rankings back in 1980 when Croom was a 
Tide assistant. 

Arenas effectively wiped out any fears of a repeat 28 
years later. He darted through a hole and raced down 
the right sideline for his fifth career punt-return touch- 
down early in the second half to break David Palmer's 
school mark. Arenas gained a school-record 153 yards 
on six returns. 

Alabama trailed 7-5 when he turned in his first 
big runback and was in command after his second. 
His 46-yarder to the Bulldogs’ 2-yard line set up John 
Parker Wilson’s 1-yard sneak. It was the Tide’s first 
offensive touchdown against Mississippi State since 
the fourth quarter of the 2004 game, a span of some 210 
minutes of play. 

Mark Ingram added another 1-yard score in the 
fourth quarter. The Tide turned in a workmanlike per- 
formance, outgaining Mississippi State 364-167. 

Wilson completed 10 of 17 passes for 148 yards and 
set up scores with long passes to Julio Jones and Brad 
Smelley. Ingram ran for 78 yards and Glen Coffee had 
71 for the Tide. 

Mississippi State took the lead on Jamayel Smith’s 
31-yard pass from Tyson Lee five minutes into the 
second quarter. Lee completed 11 of 28 passes for 132 
yards while the league’s top run defense held Anthony 
Dixon to 26 yards on 11 carries.

GAME 12 VS. AUBURN

TUSCALOOSA, Ala. - Just two years after taking over 
the Crimson Tide, head coach Nick Saban completed a 
dizzying turnaround by vanquishing Alabama’s most 
hated nemesis in a 36-0 victory over Auburn. Ranked 
No. 1 in the nation, Alabama officially regained football 
supremacy in its own state by overwhelming Auburn to 
end a six-year Iron Bowl losing streak, winning by the 
biggest margin in the series in 46 years. 

The dominant win set the stage for Alabama (12-0 
overall; 8-0 in the Southeastern Conference) to face 
Florida in the SEC Championship Game with a berth in 
the BCS National Championship Game on the line. But 
the win over Auburn (5-7; 2-6) meant simply this - the 
state belongs to the Crimson Tide again. And there was 
little question of that by the middle of the third quar- 
ter. 

Alabama snapped a demoralizing six-game losing 
streak to its bitter in-state rival as the Crimson Tide 
posted the Iron Bowl’s biggest blowout since 1962. It 
was also Alabama’s first shutout of Auburn since its 
national title season of 1992. It was the first time the 
Crimson Tide had ever beaten the Tigers in Tuscaloosa 
(Alabama had been 0-6). Auburn totaled just 170 
yards. 

The Tide scored three touchdowns in the third quar- 
ter to complete its first perfect regular season since 1994. 
Auburn had been 6-0 in Tuscaloosa and allowed only 35 
points in those games. Yet another streak ended with 
the one-sided performance. It was the most lopsided 
Iron Bowl since Bear Bryant’s 1962 team won 38-0. 

The game was also Alabama’s first Iron Bowl shut- 
out since a 17-0 win during the 1992 national champion- 
ship season. None of the Tigers’ six straight wins had 
been decided by more than 10 points and the collective 
margin was 47 points. 

Glen Coffee ran for 144 yards and a touchdown, 
and Mark Ingram had 64 yards rushing and two touch- 
downs for the Tide. John Parker Wilson was 8-of-16 for 
134 yards and a touchdown in his final home game. 
He drew a standing ovation when trotting off the field 
midway through the fourth quarter for backup Greg 
McElroy. 

For Auburn, Kodi Burns faced frequent pressure and 
completed just 9 of 23 passes for 113 yards in his first 
Alabama game. The Tigers were outgained 412-170 
in total yards and lost three fumbles as their offen- 
sive struggles continued and their tough defense was 
pushed around. Auburn had allowed just four rush- 
ing touchdowns in their first 11 games, but Alabama 
rushed for 234 yards and three scores on the ground. 

The Tide turned a 10-point game into a blowout with 
a series of big plays and Auburn errors in the third 
quarter. Rolando McClain recovered Brad Lester’s 
fumble, and then Wilson rolled right and hit Nikita 
Stover for a 39-yard touchdown on the next play two 
minutes into the second half. 

Burns then fumbled a snap and Terrence Cody fell 
on it to set up another score. Wilson converted third- 
down plays with passes of 27 and 15 yards. Then, 
Cody, Alabama’s 365-pound nose guard, came in and 
helped pave the way for Ingram’s 1-yard touchdown 
plunge to make it 22-0 midway through the third quar- 
ter. Ingram scored on a 14-yarder late in the quarter for 
a 29-0 Alabama lead. 

Leading 3-0 after the first quarter, Alabama pushed 
further ahead in the second quarter when Coffee made 
a nice cut at the line, then raced 41 yards untouched 
down the right sideline for a touchdown to give 
Alabama 10-0 lead. 

The Tide’s Bobby Greenwood then blocked Morgan 
Hull's 40-yard field goal attempt on the final play of the 
half, and Auburn failed to mount another threat after 
that.

Atlanta, Ga. - Tebow threw three touchdown passes — 
including the clinching score with just under 3 minutes 
remaining — to lead the No. 4 Gators to a 31-20 victory 
over No. 1 Alabama. The win earned Florida (12-1) a 
spot in the BCS title game for the second time in three 
years. Showing it could win a close game in a season 
of routs, Florida went into the fourth quarter trailing 
20-17. But Jeffrey Demps scored the go-ahead touch- 
down on a 2-yard run with 9:21 remaining. Tebow 
finished the scoring with a 5-yard pass to Riley Cooper 
with 2:50 left. 

Alabama settled for a spot in the Sugar Bowl, drop- 
ping a chance of adding another national champion- 
ship to its storied history. Instead, Florida, which came 
into the game ranked fourth in the BCS standings, 
moved into one of the top two spots due to the win 
over the Crimson Tide. 

Tebow was 14-of-22 passing for 216 yards and 
led the team in rushing with 57 yards. He tossed a 
3-yard touchdown pass to Carl Moore to end Florida’s 
opening possession. For Alabama, Glen Coffee ran 
for 112 yards and a touchdown. Julio Jones hauled in 
five passes for 124 yards. The Tide defense delivered 
numerous crushing blows, hoping to rattle the Gators. 

But Alabama responded strongly, scoring the game’s 
next 10 points to take a 10-7 lead after the opening 
period. A 64-yard catch-and-run by Jones set up an 
18-yard run by Coffee that tied the score at 7-7. Then 
the Tide drove to a 30-yard Leigh Tiffin field goal for a 
10-7 lead. Florida responded with a 19-yard field goal 
by Jonathan Nelson in the second quarter and took the 
halftime lead when Tebow passed 5 yards to David 
Nelson to give the Gators a 17-10 advantage. 

Alabama trailed at halftime for first time this year, 
but just the fact that it was close put the Gators in 
an unusual position. Florida came in as the nation’s 
third-highest scoring team (46.3 points a game) and 
its average margin of victory was 37 points. The Tide 
controlled the game at times, particularly in the third 
quarter after Mark Ingram scored on a 2-yard run and 
Leigh Tiffin booted his second field goal, a 27-yarder 
that pushed Alabama ahead going to the final period. 

But Florida caught a huge break when Demps was 
dragged down short of the marker on third down, but 
Dont’a Hightower was flagged for a facemask. The 15- 
yard penalty gave the Gators first down at the Alabama 
27. Tebow then completed a 13-yard pass to Nelson 
followed by a 6-yarder to Nelson again to convert an- 
other third down by a yard. Then Demps raced around 
the left side and hurdled over two fallen players at the 
goal line for a 24-20 lead. 

With the game on the line, Tebow came through one 
more time to clinch the victory. With Florida facing 
third-and-goal at the 5 after a rare sideline interfer- 
ence penalty, Tebow found Cooper breaking toward 
the middle in front of Marquis Johnson. The perfectly 
thrown pass — low enough to give no chance of an 
interception but high enough to catch — was cradled 
by a diving Cooper to make it a two-score game. Joe 
Haden/’s interception ended any hope of a comeback. 

The first 1-2 matchup in the 17-year history of the 
SEC championship drew a record crowd of 75,892 
to the Georgia Dome. The fans were essentially split 
down the middle — crimson and white on one side, 
blue and orange on the other.

New Orleans, La. — Fourth-ranked Alabama battled 
back from an early 21-0 deficit, cutting the scoring 
margin against No. 6 Utah to 21-17, but the Crimson 
Tide was unable to overcome the Utah lead, falling 

to the Utes, 31-17, in the 75th Allstate Sugar Bow] in 
New Orleans. Alabama finished the season with a 12-2 
record while Utah finished the season at 13-0. 

Utah scored 21 first-quarter points, capitalizing on 
a John Parker Wilson interception and getting a pair of 
touchdown passes from Brian Johnson to take a 21-0 
lead into the second quarter. Alabama responded with 
17 unanswered points, including a 73-yard punt return 
for a touchdown by Javier Arenas, to cut the score to 
21-10 at halftime. A fumble on Utah’s first possession 
of the third quarter gave Alabama the ball in the Utes’ 
territory, and a 4-yard touchdown pass from Wilson to 
Glen Coffee cut the lead to 21-17 with 11:14 to go in the 
third. Utah, however, closed the game on a 10-0 run. 

Wilson completed 18 of 30 passes for 177 yards, with 
one touchdown and two interceptions. Julio Jones was 
Wilson’s leading receiver, finishing with seven catches 
for 77 yards. Coffee (36 yards) and Mark Ingram (26) 
combined for 62 yards on the ground. Coffee moved 
into second place on the Alabama single-season rush- 
ing list with 1,386 yards. 

The game was Alabama’s first Sugar Bowl appear- 
ance since its 34-13 national championship win over 
Miami to close the 1992 season, and its first Bowl 
Championship Series appearance since playing in the 
Orange Bowl in the 1999 season. The game extended 
Alabama’s NCAA-best bowl appearances mark to 56. 

Utah quarterback Brian Johnson threw for 336 yards 
and three touchdowns on his way to being selected the 
game’s most outstanding player, a fitting finish to the 
career of Utah’s winningest quarterback (26-7). 

Utah’s defense was impressive, intercepting Wilson 
twice and sacking him eight times, with the seventh 
sack forcing a fumble that ended the Crimson Tide’s 
last threat with just more than five minutes remaining. 
The Utes’ front seven was significantly outweighed 
by Alabama’s offensive line, playing without left 
tackle Andre Smith, the Outland Trophy winner who 
missed the game due to asuspension. Utah did not 
give ground to the Tide’s normally powerful run- 
ning game that averaged 196.5 yards per game. The 
Utes’ variety of stunts and blitzes appeared to upset 
Wilson’s rhythm. He overthrew several open receivers 
downfield and finished 18-of-30 for 177 yards and a 
touchdown. 

Johnson spread the ball around, completing passes 
to seven receivers while the Utes almost completely 
ignored the running game. Johnson connected with re- 
ceiver Freddie Brown 12 times for 125 yards. Johnson’s 
touchdowns went for 7 yards to Brent Casteel, 18 yards 
to Bradon Godfrey and 28 yards to David Reed. Matt 
Asiata ran for a 2-yard score, set up by Reed’s leaping 
catch at the 2. An Alabama comeback appeared to 
be building early in the second half, when Dont’a 
Hightower stripped Johnson, and Bobby Greenwood 
recovered at the Utah 30. Wilson drove the Tide for a 
score, hitting Coffee for an easy 4-yard touchdown pass 
on a rollout to close the gap to 21-17. 

At that point, Alabama had scored 17 straight points, 
and it appeared to be only a matter of time before the 
Tide would overtake the underdog Utes. But Johnson 
opened Utah’s next drive with a 33-yard pass over the 
middle to Brown. That started a 71-yard scoring drive 
that ended with Reed’s touchdown. The Tide drove 
right back into Utah territory, but Ingram was stopped 
for no gain on third-and-2 from the Utah 32. Leigh Tif- 
fin then missed his second long field goal of the game, 
hooking a 49-yarder just left of the upright. 

Utah’s 21-0 lead, the largest deficit the Tide faced 
all season, stood until Tiffin hit a 52-yard field goal on 
the first play of the second quarter. Alabama did not 
score an offensive touchdown in the half, but pulled to 
21-10 when Javier Arenas returned a punt 73 yards for 
a score.
